W ashington, N ot. 15.—The first an ­ 
nual report of Postm aster General Clary 
w as made public last night. 
Its feature 
is the strong advocacy of postul savings 
depositories, a scheme over w hich he 
has worked for m any m ouths in the 
form ulation of plans to present to the 
president and congress. 
He says the 
tim e is ripe for their establishm ent and 
th a t the adoption of a well organized 
system would confer a great boon upon 
a large num ber of people and ultim ately 
be of inestim able benefit to the whole 
country. 
The portion on the subject of postal 
savings, in brief, follows; 
“ Many m il­ 
lions of dollars are undoubtedly secreted 
by people who have little or no confi­ 
dence in ordinary securities and mone­ 
tary institutions organized by phvata 
citizens. 
It is dead capital, but if its 
ow ners would be inspired w ith absolute 
confidence in the security of an invest­ 
m ent it is altogether probable that the 
bulk of this fund would find its way in­ 
to the channels of trade aud commerce. 
If tho governm ent undertook this task, 
the service would undoubtedly be gladly 
accepted by the people. 
Their faith in 
the governm ent is unbounded. 
Their 
little savings, w hich separately could 
hardly bo put out at interest, would 
am ount in the aggregate to a sum th at 
could bt* invested to their advantage. 
••It vs mid tend to cultivate th rift in a 
large class; realizing the advantage of 
depositing w ith the *.ovinn naut instead 
of wastefully and uselessly expending; 
it would 
tend 
to better citizenship, 
bringing into closer relationship the 
governm ent and it* citizens and devel­ 
oping practical and enduring patriotism . 
This grow th of patriotic sentim ent and 
good citizenship constitute a powerful 
appeal to statesm anship to m ake a way 
for these beneficient consequences. The 
proportion is an accomplished fact in 
nearly every country in Europe, in the 
British 
dependencies of both hem is­ 
pheres and even in Hawaii. 
‘ More than a thin! of the postal sav- 
ings accounts in European offices are 
held by m inora and over tw o-thirds by 
the most hum ble callings. 
It is essen­ 
tially the bankfof this class. Postal sav­ 
ings would not c<mifilet w ith these sav­ 
ing banks, but would encourage savings 
rather than accum ulations. 
The con­ 
version of money order office* into sav­ 
ings depositories would soon afford in ­ 
definitely more facility for receiving in ­ 
terest bearing deposit;, than tho interest 
pa? m g bank- do now. The most aggres­ 
sive opponents are am ong the private in ­ 
stitutions engaged in som ewhat sim ilar 
enterprises though associations of the 
larger cities recognize in it a valuable 
feeder to the financial currents of the 
country. 
Security aud not the rate of 
interest is the prim ary and essential 
condition of such a system ; aud bonds 
state, counties and m unicipalities and 
real estate furnish an illim itable field." 
The p o t m aster general then gives a 
list of the earnings made by the foreign 
countries cm the-e deposits after having 
paid interest on them , and adds that the 
average commission paid to postm asters 
is I cent per deposit. Any •'c o u n t may be 
settled aud w ithdraw n from any de­ 
pository in the country.

Before the third century after th* 
birth of Shakespeare had reached its 
first quarter there w as born in England 
to a stage carpenter and a strolling 
actress a child destined to grapple w ith 
the poet’s highest thought and interpret 
it w ith a vividness that to this day 
stands unrivaled. C oleridge’s terse com ­ 
ment, that to seo him act w as reading 
Shakespeare by lightning, reveals him 
w ith tho fullness of a volum e. Edmund 
Koan, along w ith most i«op le early 
trained to an art, had little, if any, ed­ 
ucation of the schools.

If tho governm ent undertook thia task, 
the service would undoubtedly be gladly 
accepted by the people.

could be invested to their advantage.

W ashington, N ot. 18.—The first an­ 
nual report of Poetnutster General Gary 
was mads public last night. 
Its feature 
is the strong advocacy cd postal savings 
depositories, a scheme over which he 
has worked for many months in the 
formulation of plans to present to the 
president and congree*. 
He says the 
time is ripe for their establishment aud 
that the adoption of a well organised 
system would confer a great boon upon 
a large number of people and ultimately 
be of inestimable benefit to the whole 
country. 
The portion on tho subject of postal 
aavings, in brief, follow* 
“ Many m il­ 
lions of dollars are undoubtedly secreted 
by people who havo lit tie or no confi­ 
dence in ordinary securities and mone­ 
tary institutions organised by privet© 
citizens. 
It is dead capital, but if its 
owners would be inspired with absolute 
confidence sn the security of an invest 
intuit it is altogether probable that the 
bulk of this fund woald find its way in­ 
to the channels of trade aud commerce. 
If the government undertook this task, 
the service would undoubtedly be gladly 
accepted bv the people. 
Their faith iu 
the government is unbounded. 
Their 
little savings, which separately could 
hardly be put out at Interest* would 
amount in the aggregate to a sum that 
could be invested to their advantage. 
“ It would tend to cultivate thrift in a 
large class; realising the advantage of 
depositing with the german neat inst rad 
of wastefully aud uselessly expending; 
it would 
tend 
to better citizenship, 
bringing into cloner relationship the 
government and its citizens aud devel­ 
oping practical and enduring patriotism. 
This growth of patriotic sentiment and 
good citizenship constitute a powerful 
appeal to statesmanship to make a way 
for these beneficient consequences. The j 
proposition is an accomplished fact in 
nearly every country in Europe, in the 
British 
dependencies of both hemis­ 
phere* and even in Hawaii. 
. 
“ More than a third of the postal sav- j 
ings accounts in European offices are 
held by minors and over two-thirds by 
the meet humble callings. 
It is essen­ 
tially the baukfof this class. Postal sav­ 
ings would not conflict with these sav­ 
ing bunks, but would encourage savings 
rather than accumulations. 
The con­ 
version of money carder offices into sav­ 
ings depositories woald soon afford in- I 
definitely more facility for receiving in- ' 
tercst W rin g deposit* than the interest 
paying bunk* do now. The most aggress- : 
rive opponents are among the private in­ 
stitutions engaged in somewhat similar 
enterprises, though associations of the 
larger cities recognise in it a valuable 
feeder to the financial currents of the 
country. 
Security and not the rate of 
interest is tne primary and essential 
condition of such a system; and bonds 
state, counties and municipalities and 
real estate furnish an illimitable field.” 
The post master g< uertil then gives a 
list of the earnings made by the foreign 
countries ou the*# deposits after having 
paid interest on them, and adds that the 
average commission paid to postmasters 
is I cent jR*rdeposit. Aliya count may be 
settled and withdrawn from any de­ 
pository in the country. 
The telegraph 
is coming into use as a means of w ith­ 
drawal.
